The Board of Directors of the 
Sierra Madre Chapter has made 
a studied analysis of the local 
need, with the result that the 
budget for that period is $4,- 
272.50, which is $802.50 less 
than the present year. This 
year there was no surplus to be 
applied to the established quo¬ 
ta, consequently the actual 
amount to be raised in the 
Campaign is $1,608.00 more

Civic Club - PTA Hold Toy Loan Drive 

On March 9th, 1 Oth. and 11th the Civic Club and PTA will jointly sponsor a drive for used 
toys for the Toy Loan. Toys will be brought to central depots, the location of which will 
be announced later. All toys, no matter how old or broken are acceptable, but metal and 
wooden ones which can be washed and sanitized are most needed. Dolls are also in demand to 
keep up with the number which are adopted by little mothers under the Toy Loan adoption 
plan. 

The toys will then be picked up by the County Toy Loan trucks and taken to the County Work 
Shop where they will be repaired and made to look like new. The dolls will be painted and 
dressed in complete new outfits, beautifully made. The workers in this County Work Shop 
are handicapped persons, many of whom learn new trades through their work there, and are 
able to go out into private industry and secure good jobs. The County Toy Loan project is 
operated under the County of Los Angeles, and is sponsored by the Federated Co-ordinating 
Councils. From the County Work Shop the repaired and painted toys are sent out to the thirty- 
six Toy Loan centers throughout the County assuring a large variety of toys in each commun¬ 
ity. 

All families having old and used toys are urged to hold them for this drive and to watch for 
further announcement of details of the drive. Co-chairmen for the drive will be Mrs. Kenneth 
M. Bush of the PTA, and Mrs. Robert A. Bettencourt, Toy Loan Chairman of the Civic Club, 
sponsor of the local Toy Loan center.

TWO YEARS. COST $113,357 

Sierra Madre's largest street improvement project since the 
1930's will soon be underway. 

Street Superintendent Howard Brod announced that work will 
start in a few weeks. It will continue for approximately two 
years, and when the improvement program is completed, $113,357 
will have been spent. —- 


The money for the project is 
already available. The state is 
contributing $88,104 and the 
county, $17,053. The city has 
also budgeted $8200 of its own 
money. 

Many streets will be recon¬ 
structed. Nearly all other streets 
will be treated and given pro¬ 
tective coatings.

Sierra Madre boulevard will 
be rebuilt from Lima to Bald¬ 
win with a storm drain on the 
south side of the street. 

Lima street between Sierra 
Madre boulevard and Manza- 
nita will be regraded and re¬ 
surfaced. 

Highland avenue between 
Hermosa and Baldwin, Auburn 
avenue between Sierra Madre 
boulevard and Highland, and 
Hermosa between Sierra Madre 
and Highland will get the same 
treatment. 

Many curbs will also be 
rounded off to a 20-foot radius 
to eliminate sharp corners. 

Although bids will be sought 
for engineering surveys of the 
work, Brod will recommend 
that the city hire additional 
crews and do its own work be¬ 
cause city equipment is avail¬ 
able for the extensive job. 

Brod said that ultimate plans 
for drainage in the city call 
for two large storm drain 
trunks. They will be installed 
in Baldwin avenue and Lima 
street. This will ultimately tie 
in with the main trunk sewers. 
Flood control authorities have 
authorized this project, but 
funds are not now available.

First ex¬ 
pressed in the Books of Moses

of Mecca, it has become the 
common heritage of all peoples 
on the face of the earth. 

This ideal has imbedded it¬ 
self into the very warp and 
woof of the fabric of American 
democracy. No one can deny 
that democratic government 
rests on the postulate that all 
men are equal and share equal¬ 
ly in the responsibilities and 
blessings of democracy. Simi¬ 
larly, the abolition of' slavery 
for any class of people is a 
demonstration that the ideal of 
brotherhood transcends racial 
and religious differences. 

We cannot blindly ignore, 
however, that this Ideal Is yet 
far from attaining its full real¬ 
ization. It must become more 
than a cherished ideal; it must 
translate itself into direct ac¬ 
tion aimed at achievement of 
its complete fulfillment. The 
eradication of any sort of intol¬ 
erance and discrimination is 
the business of all thinking 
people in this land, since the 
existence of these blights 
threatens the very foundations 
of our democratic way of life. 
It is the business, too, of the 
churches and synagogues of 
America to lead in this fight, 
since the ideal of brotherhood 
is basicaUy a religious ideal, 
first expounded by religious 
men out of the depths of their 
religious consciousness, and 
forms the heart and core of all 
religious teachings.
